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HISTORICAL NOTES! 


MENDELSSOHN composed two oratorios and partofa third. ‘‘St. Paul,” the first of the 
series, was produced at the Lower Rhine Musical Festival, Diisseldorf, May 22, 1836, 
under the direction of the composer, then twenty-seven years of age. No sooner had 
** St, Paul” been launched, than the energetic musician became anxious to find a sukiect 
for a new oratorio. Writing to his friend Carl Klingemann, in London, he said: * If 
you would only give all the care and thought you now bestow upon ‘St. Paul’ to an 
‘Elijah,’ or a ‘St. Peter,’ or even an ‘Og of Bashan’!’’ This is the first known reference to 
‘* Elijah ” in the Mendelssohn correspondence, but ten years had to come and go before 
this request developed into an actual reality. ‘St. Peter’ and ‘‘ Og of Bashan”’ were 


never set to music by Mendelssohn. 


The libretto of the new oratorio was the subject of an exhaustive correspondence 
between the composer and two of his literary friends. First, he asked Klingemann to 
send him “ the text for a Biblical oratorio” as a wedding present! Elijah still held the 
first place in Mendelssohn’s affections, and the receipt of a libretto of an oratorio on 
that subject, compiled by a Devonshire clergyman,—the Rev. James Barry, curate of 
Bratton Clovelly—stimulated him to further endeavour. Klingemann and Mendelssohn 
had together made a ‘‘plan” of the oratorio during the composer’s visit to London in 
1837, but Klingemann, as librettist, soon gave place to Pastor Schubring, an old friend 
of the Mendelssohn family. Many letters passed between Mendelssohn and Schubring 
with unmistakable indications of cross purposes—the musician placing the dramatic 
element in the forefront, the kindly old clergyman favouring what he called the “ sacred”’ 
‘element, in other words he wished the oratorio of ‘‘ Elijah”’ to be in the nature of a musical 
jermon. . ; 
| With regard to the dramatic element, there still seems to be a diversity of opinion 

—_— between us. With a subject like ‘‘Elijah’’ it appears to me that the dramatic element should 
predominate, as it should in all Old Testament subjects, Moses, perhaps, excepted. The personages 
should act and speak as if they were living beings—for Heaven's sake let them not be a musical 
picture, but a real world, such as you find in every chapter of the Old Testament ; and the contem- 


plative and pathetic element, which you desire, ought to be entirely conveyed to our understanding 
the words and the mood of the acting personages. 


Disappointed with the suggestions made by his two friends, Mendelssohn took the 
_ Maiter of the “ Elijah” libretto into his own hands, and began ‘“‘to plough away at the 


~~ @best he could. But not immediately—in fact the subject of ‘‘ Elijah” lay fallow 
a 4 poser’s mind for no less a period than six years! 
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This brings us to the year 1845, at which time Mr. Joseph Moore, the enth. 
factotum of the Birmingham Musical Festival, was on the look-out for a novelty w. 
would give distinction to the great Midland Meeting of 1846. The Festival Committee 
met on June 11, 1845, and passed the following resolution :— 


That it appears to this Committee desirable that the services of Dr. Mendelssohn be obtained 
to act as Conductor at the next Festival; and that he be requested to consider whether he can 
provide a new oratorio, or other music, for the occasion. 


This resolution was at once communicated to Mendelssohn, who in reply thereto 
said: ‘* Since some time I have begun an oratorio, and I hope I shall be able to bring it 
out for the first time at your Festival; but it is still a mere beginning, and I cannot yet 
give you any promise as to my finishing it in time.”” The Birmingham communication, 
however, acted as a strong stimulus to him. Although Mendelssohn was to a large 
extent his own librettist, he found that he could not afford to dispense altogether with 
the aid of his old friend, Pastor Schubring. ‘I beseech you earnestly to send me a rich 
harvest of fine Bible texts,” wrote Mendelssohn to the reverend gentleman. The 
correspondence between the two men is intensely interesting, and the reader may glean 
some idea of the thoroughness of Mendelssohn’s methods by its perusal.* 


Meanwhile the Festival preparations were being matured at Birmingham. It 
seemed very doubtful, however, whether Mendelssohn could finish his oratorio in time. 
The summer of 1846 was very hot, and he became much exhausted with the close appli- 
cation he gave to his work: ‘‘I have lived the life of a marmot,” he said, but he managed 
not to disappoint the good people of Birmingham. 


If the correspondence between Mendelssohn and his librettist friends is important, 
what shall we sayin regard to the letters which passed to and from the composer and his 
English translator, William Bartholomew? Mendelssohn supervised the English trans- 
lation with microscopic attention to detail. A few extracts from his letters, all written 
in the English language, to Bartholomew will illustrate this point :— 


The music should be altered for the Bible version's sake............ I should propose......... which 
is according to the Bible. 

I again wish to alter the notes in order to keep the English Scriptural version. [The corres- 
pondence contains many similar references to verbal points and Mendelssohn’s desire to follow as 
closely as possible the text of the English Bible. ] 

A little more trouble will be amply repaid by a little improvement! 

I prefer to have the word [syllable] affliction on the G flat. 

And pray let always accent go first, especially in the Choruses! and Songs! and Recitatives! 


The last extract furnishes a subtle touch of Mendelssohn’s humour. 


The overture to ‘‘Elijah” is the outcome of a suggestion made by Bartholomew— 
the composer not having originally intended to write one. The English publisher 
(Mr. Buxton, of Ewer & Co.) very nearly caused the deletion from the oratorio of -

‘‘O rest in the Lord”! He thought he could trace some resemblance to the melody 
of the song, ‘‘ Auld Robin Gray,” in the opening phrase, which originally stood thus—

with ‘“*Auld Robin Gray.” When Mendelssohn was informed of this he wrote to 
Bartholomew as follows :— 


Many thanks for your last letter, with the remarks about the song [‘‘O rest in the Lord’’}. 
T do not recollect having heard the Scotch ballad to which you allude, and certainly did not think 
of it, and did not choose to imitate it ; but as mine is a song to which I always had an objection (of 
another kind), and as the ballad seems much known, and the likeness very striking, and before all, 
as you wish it, I shall leave it out altogether (I think), and have altered the two last bars of the 
preceding recitative, so that the chorus in F may follow it immediately. Perhaps I shall bring 
another song in its stead, but I doubt it, and even believe it to be an improvement if it is left out. 


Bartholomew in reply begged him to retain the air and to change a note or two of the 
melody. ‘‘ The song, ‘O rest in the Lord,’ must be left out,’’ was Mendelssohn's answer 
to this request, and even at the eleventh hour he wished to withdraw the air. But in 
deference to the wishes of several friends he reluctantly consented to its retention. It is 
true that he altered the fifth note of the melody (taking it down to C instead of up to G) 
in order to destroy the supposed ‘‘ Auld Robin Gray ”’ 
original note in the coda of the song, where, in two places, the fifth note is G! 


similarity ; but he retained his 


The first performance of the “ Elijah” took place in the Town Hall, Birmingham, 
August 26, 1846. Mendelssohn conducted. The principal vocalists were Madame 
Caradori-Allan, Miss Maria B. Hawes, Mr. Charles Lockey, and Herr Staudigl; while 
the subordinate parts were filled by the Misses Williams (who sang the original duet 
form of ‘“ Lift thine eyes’’), Miss Bassano, Mr. J. W. Hobbs, Mr. Henry Phillips, 
and Mr. Machin. Dr. H. J. Gauntlett was specially engaged to play the organ, and 
Mr. James Stimpson was the chorus-master of the Festival. 


In regard to the performance The Times said: ‘‘ Never was there a more complete 
triumph—never a more thorough and speedy recognition of a great work of art.” Ina 
letter written to his brother on the day after the production of « Elijah,” Mendelssohn thus 
records his impressions of the performance :— 


My dear Brother,—From the very first you took so kind an interest in my “Elijah,” and 
thus inspired me with so much energy and courage for its completion, that I must write to tell you 
all about its first performance yesterday. No work of mine ever went so admirably the first time of 
execution, or was received with such enthusiasm, by both the musicians and the audience, as this 
oratorio. It was quite evident, at the first rehearsal in London, that they liked it and liked to sing 
and to play it; but I own I was far from anticipating that it would acquire such fresh vigour and 
‘‘go”? in it at the performance. If you had only been there! During the whole two hours and 
a half that it lasted, the two thousand people in the large hall, and the large orchestra, were all so 
fully intent on the one object in question, that not the slightest sound was to be heard among the 
whole audience, sc that I could sway at pleasure the enormous orchestra and choir, and also the 
organ accompaniment. How often I thought of you during the time! More especially, however, 
when the ‘‘ sound of abundance of rain’’ came, and when they sang the final chorus with furore, and 


© 
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when, after the close of the first part, we were obliged to repeat the whole movement [‘‘ Thanks be 
to God’”’]. Not less than four choruses and four airs were encored, and not one single mistake 
occurred in the whole of the first part; there were some afterwards in the second part, but even 
these were but trifling. A young English tenor sang the last air [‘‘ Then shall the righteous shine 
forth ’’] so beautifully, that I was obliged to collect all my energies so as not to be affected, and to 
continue beating time steadily. As I said, if you had only been there! 


’ 


The ‘‘ young English tenor’ was the late Mr. Charles Lockey. 


Before entering the Hall, Mendelssohn said to Mr. H. F. Chorley, the musical critic 
of the Atheneum: ‘Now stick your claws into my book. Don’t tell me what you like, 
but tell me what you don’t like.” Immediately after the performance he said to Chorley, 
in his merriest tones: ‘‘Come with me and I will show you the prettiest walk in 
Birmingham.” He then led the critic and other friends to the grimy surroundings of the 
canal banks. There amid the coal and cinder heaps he discussed what he had already, 
during the performance, realized to be the shortcomings of his new oratorio, and he 
then and there decided to change ‘“‘ Lift thine eyes” from a duet into a trio. 


No sooner had Mendelssohn returned home than he set to work on the task of 
revising his oratorio previous to its publication. In this connection it may be interesting 
to quote from a letter he wrote to Mr. Buxton (Ewer & Co.), his English publisher: “I 
was sorry to see that you will have to make so many alterations in the choral parts; but 
I think I told you before, that I was subject to this dreadful disease of altering so long 
as I did not feel my conscience quite at rest, and therefore I could not help it, and you 
must bear it patiently.’ The changes formed the subject of a further elaborate corres- 
pondence with the English translator. The letters of Mendelssohn to Mr. Bartholomew 
and a summary of the chief changes will be found in the “‘ History”’ of the oratorio to 
which reference has already been made. 


In its vevised form the oratorio was first performed by the Sacred Harmonic Society, 
Exeter Hall, London, April 16, 1847, under the composer's direction. The principal 
vocalists were Miss Birch, Miss Dolby (afterwards Madame Sainton-Dolby), Mr. Charles 
Lockey, and Mr. Henry Phillips. Three other performances, under similar auspices, 
were given in the same Hall and month—on the 23rd, 28th, and 30th, in addition to 
representations at Manchester (Hargreaves Choral Society), on April 20, and Birmingham 
(for the benefit of Mr. Stimpson), on April 27, all six renderings being conducted by 
Mendelssohn. The first performance in Germany took place at Hamburg, under the 
conductorship of Karl August Krebs, on October g, 1847. 


The oratorio was published in England by Messrs. Ewer & Co., subsequently 
Messrs. Novello, Ewer & Co., and in Germany by Simrock, of Bonn, in the year 1847. 


Six months after the strains of his “ Elijah’? had died away in Exeter Hall, on 
November 4, 1847, the genius-brain of the composer who had conceived this noble work 
was for ever calmed in death.
